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I am unable to give OB information or pinpoint military installations in the 
Mukachevo (N 4^“26^> E 22—43) area* except for the location of military barracks 
and certain other installations, such as the MSB headquarters, which I have 
indicated on the sketch on page 3« 

Concerning the militia, I believe that one or two militia men were assigned to each 
village in the C arpat ho -Ukraine $ they were usually stationed at the town hall* 

The number of militia men assigned was determined by the size of the village* 
Villages would be organized together under sectors, and the sectors in turn under 
areas* Sector headquarters would be located in the largest village of that sedtor* 

A sergeant was usually the commander of a sector* The Mukachevo militia head- 
quarters was located on Lenin Street* Areas were further su bordinate to the 25X1 A
